Two  Gifts  of  $250,000 
Establish  New 
Scholarship  Funds 

WO  GENEROUS  SCHOLARSHIP  ENDOWMENTS 

totaling  half  a  million  dollars  were  established 
recently  by  Lasell  alumnae  Molly  Upham  Menges 
'35  and  Joan  Weiler  Arnow  '49.  The  gifts 
demonstrate  the  special  bond  Lasell  graduates  feel 
toward  the  new  generation  of  young  women  who 
face  the  often  daunting  prospect  of  financing  their 
own  higher  education.  Each  fund  will  eventually 
provide  scholarships  for  up  to  three  students  a 
year,  one  in  each  of  the 
returning  classes. 

Inspired  by  the  progress  of  the 
college  in  recent  years,  Joan  Weiler 
Arnow  '49  and  her  husband,  Robert 
H.  Arnow,  of  New  York,  recently 
pledged  $250,000  to  establish  an 
endowed  scholarship  fund  in  the 
Arnow  name.  "We  take  great  pride 
in  Lasell's  academic  renaissance 
and  have  been  impressed  by  the 
balance  of  educational  initiatives 
with  efficient  and  economical 
administration.  Knowing  the 
importance  of  both  building  the 
College's  endowment  and 
providing  dedicated  students  with 
the  opportunity  to  experience  a 
Lasell  education,  we  decided  that  a 
scholarship  fund  would  allow  us  to 
do  both,"  says  Mrs.  Arnow. 

The  recipients  will  be  chosen  for 
their  combination  of  academic 
accomplishment  and  demonstrated 
civic  responsibility. 

Molly  Upham  Menges,  a 
graduate  of  the  Lasell  College  class 
of  1935,  established  the  Molly  E.  Upham  '35  Scholarship 
Fund  with  a  gift  of  $250,000  last  year.    A  resident  of 
Placida,  Florida,  Molly  Upham  Menges  grew  up  in 
Auburndale,  where  Lasell  is  located.  "I  attended 
Woodland  Park  School  for  four  years  and  Lasell  for 
another  two  years.  I  loved  it,  and  often  think  with 
affection  and  respect  of  the  faculty  and  the  College.

A  graduate  of  the  class  of  1937,  Tap 
Higgins  has  been  the  recipient  of  a  number 
of  other  honors  from  her  alma  mater, 
including  the  Lasell  Bowl  in  1986  and  the 
Lasell  Medallion  1972. 

"My  family  feels  I  never  left  Lasell,  as  it 
is  hard  for  them  to  remember  a  time  when  I 
wasn't  doing  something  for  the  Lasell 
alumnae  association  of  for  the  College.  The 
years  I  was  a  trustee  are  most  memorable 
—  from  the  turbulent  '60s  to  the  progressive 
administration  today.  Being  able  to  see 
Lasell  attain  the  once  seemingly 
unattainable  goal  of  becoming  a  four-year 
college  will  be  a  milestone  in  Lasell's 
history  and  in  my  memory,"  she  said. 

Joan  Arnow,  who  earned  an  Associate 
in  Arts  degree  from  Lasell  in  1949,  and 
whose  daughter,  Ruth  Arnow  Stahl 
graduated  from  the  institution  in  1980,  is 
actively  involved  in  a  number  of  civic  and 
charitable  activities  in  the  New  York  City  area. 

Elected  to  the  Lasell  Board  of  Overseers 
in  1993,  Mrs.  Arnow  has  been  active  in  New 
York  City  and  Westchester  County  Lasell 
alumnae  activities.   She  and  her  husband, 


Robert  H.  Arnow,  are  actively 
engaged  in  a  number  of  philanthropic 
activities  through  the  Weiler 
Foundation,  the  Weiler  Charity  Fund, 
and  the  Joan  and  Robert  Arnow 
Family  Foundation.  Mrs.  Arnow  is  a 
board  director  of  the  Theater  for  a 
New  Audience,  Roundabout  Theatre, 
and  the  National  Council  for  Jewish 
Culture. 

The  couple  met  while  Mrs.  Arnow 
was  attending  Lasell  and  Mr.  Arnow 
studied  at  the  Massachusetts  College 
of  Pharmacy. 

Robert  Arnow  is  president  of  the 
real  estate  firm  of  Swig,  Weiler  & 
Arnow.  He  is  past  chairman  of  the 
board  of  governors  at  Ben  Gurion 
University  and  chairman  of  the  25th 
Anniversary  Campaign. 

New  Board  of  Overseer  member 
Edward  Christiansen  serves  as 
general  counsel  and  secretary  to 
Boston  University  Medical  Center 
Hospital,  the  340-bed  tertiary  care 
teaching  hospital  affiliated  with 
Boston  University.  He  also  serves  as 
senior  mediator  for  the  Center  for 
Health  Care  Negotiation  Inc.  in 
Boston.  The  Center  was  founded  in 
1990  and  is  a  clearinghouse  for 
mediation  and  dispute  resolution 
services  for  conflicts  within  health  care. 

Mr.  Christiansen  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  and  Harvard 
Law  School.  He  is  a  resident  of 
Auburndale  and  a  neighbor  of  Lasell 
College.

IN  MEMORIAM 


Alfred  C.  Edwards, 
Trustee  Emeritus 

Alfred  C.  Edwards,  a  beloved  friend  of  Lasell  College  and 
a  distinguished  leader  in  the  publishing  world,  died  of 
cancer  at  his  home  in  Natick  on  Saturday,  February  4, 1995. 
He  was  89  years  old. 

"The  Lasell  College  community  has  lost  a  true  friend 
with  the  passing  of  Al  Edwards,"  said  President  Thomas  E.  J. 
de  Witt.  "His  involvement  in  the  College's  development  was 
marked  by  his  keen  insight,  depth  of  commitment,  and 
superb  business  acumen.  His  spirit  of  generosity, 
extraordinary  leadership  abilities,  and  his  clarity  of  purpose 
have  enriched  Lasell  in  the  vitally  important  areas  of 
development,  management,  and  institutional  focus.  His 
commitment  to  the  advancement  of  Lasell  College  conferred 
distinction  upon  the  efforts  of  this  small,  private  institution." 

Mr.  Edwards,  who  prior  to  his  retirement  was  president 
and  chairman  of  Holt,  Reinhart  &  Winston  in  New  York, 
served  as  a  trustee  of  Lasell  from  1968  to  1990  and  trustee 
emeritus  from  1990  to  his  death.  His  daughter,  Gail  Edwards 
Pocock,  graduated  from  Lasell  in  1967.  The  College's 
Edwards  Student  Center  was  named  in  recognition  of  his 
generosity  in  1975. 

He  was  the  first  among  his  peers  on  the  Lasell  board  to 
be  honored  with  the  Lasell  Bowl  award  in  1973  for  his 
distinguished  leadership  and  meritorious  service  to  the 
College.  In  1975  he  was  awarded  the  Lasell  Medallion  by  the 
College's  Alumnae  Association  for  having  "brought  added 
distinction  to  the  name  Lasell." 

Mr.  Edwards  enjoyed  a  long  and  illustrious  career  in 
book  publishing.  He  was  a  close  friend  of  the  late  poet 
Robert  Frost  and  published  books  by  a  host  of  historically 
significant  individuals  including  the  late  President  Lyndon 
B.  Johnson  and  his  wife,  Lady  Bird  Johnson,  Gen.  Omar 
Bradley,  diplomat  Bernard  Baruch,  poet  Mark  Van  Doren, 
World  War  II  hero  Audie  Murphy  (To  Hell  and  Back), 
historian  Dee  Brown  (Bury  My  Heart  at  Wounded  Knee),  U-2 
pilot  Gary  Powers,  submarine  captain  Edwin  Beach  (Run 
Silent,  Run  Deep),  as  well  as  publications  like  Field  and 
Stream. 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
was  an  All- American  lacrosse  player,  he  also  held  an 
honorary  degree  from  Middlebury  College.  Mr.  Edwards 
was  a  former  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  CBS,  Inc. 

The  family  has  requested  that  gifts  in  his  memory  be 
directed  to  Lasell  College  to  augment  the  Eleanor  T.  and 
Alfred  C.  Edwards  scholarship  fund.  **-

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Survey  to  Examine  Positive  Aspects 
of  Aging  in  Today's  Society 


he  Lasell  College 

community  has  far  more 
than  an  academic  interest 
in  the  graying  of  America. 
"The  issues  of  aging 
impact  everyone/'  says  Dr. 
Paula  Panchuck,  an 
associate  professor  at 
Lasell,  who  is  exploring 
those  issues  through 
research  as  Lasell  actively 
develops  plans  for  Lasell 
Village,  the  innovative 
retirement  community 
with  a  built-in  component 
of  life-long  learning. 

A  report  released  in  January 
1995  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau 
indicates  that  life  expectancy  will 
climb  from  the  current  76.3  years 
to  an  estimated  82.6  years  by  the 
year  2050. 

The  report  indicates  that  the 
population  of  people  aged  85  and 
over  is  growing  especially  fast. 
According  to  the  Census  Bureau, 
people  aged  85  and  over 
numbered  3  million  in  1993,  with 
the  group's  numbers  expected  to 
triple  by  2030  and  reach  19 
million  by  2050.  By  the  year  2050 
more  than  20  percent  of  the 
nation  will  be  older  than  65. 
Currently  only  13  percent  of  the 
population  is  65  and  older. 

Paula  Panchuck  is  exploring 
images  of  aging  among  women, 
men,  and  children.  And  Lasell 
alumnae  and  friends  are  invited 
to  offer  their  input  by  partici- 
pating in  the  survey  on  this  page. 

In  her  previous  research,  Dr. 
Panchuck  identified  many  gains, 
extended  opportunities,  and 
personal  satisfactions  that 
characterize  the  process  of 
growing  older.  "Although  there 
are  a  variety  of  challenges  and 
adjustments  that  occur  in 
people's  lives  as  they  age,  the 
conventional  picture  of  aging  as 
nothing  more  than  inevitable 
decline  is  an  inaccurate 
oversimplification  of  growing 
older,"  Dr.  Panchuck  explains. 

She  cautions  that 
misconceptions  about  aging  lead 
to  negative  and  often  erroneous 
images  and  stereotypes  that 
strongly  influence  a  younger 
population's  attitude  toward 
aging  as  well  as  an  aging 
population's  images  of  themselves. 

Lasell  alumnae  are  invited 
to  take  part  in  this  survey  to 
assist  Dr.  Panchuck  in 
expanding  her  previous 
interview-based  research  in 
adult  development  and  aging. 
Deadline  for  receipt  of  surveys 
is  June  30, 1995.  Results  from 
the  survey  will  be  published  in

L  ast  August,  Lasell  College  turned  a  part  of  its  campus 
into  a  summer  wonderland  for  19  children  with 
HIV/ AIDS.  Under  the  sprawling  oaks  at  Lasell's  two-acre 
Rockwell  nursery  school,  Lasell  faculty,  staff,  and  students 
—  as  well  as  supportive  neighbors  and  members  of  the 
Newton  community  —  came  together  to  launch  the 
inaugural  season  of  Camp  Colors,  a  10-day  family  day 
camp  for  kids  with  HIV  disease,  ages  three  to  eight.  There, 
children  scampered  across  the  meadow,  flew  skyward  on 
swings,  climbed  trees,  sang,  danced,  rode  ponies,  and  even 
got  to  traverse  a  huge,  bright  red  fire  truck. 

Designed  to  provide  the  special  youngsters  with  a  memorable 
respite  from  lives  so  often  shadowed  by  invasive  medical 
treatments,  hospital  stays,  and  therapeutic  home  care,  Camp  Colors 
was  created  in  cooperation  with  In  the  Best  Interests  of  the  Children 
Inc.  (ITBIC),  the  nonprofit,  volunteer  pediatric  AIDS  advocacy 
organization,  with  its  network  of  hospital  and  community  pediatric 
AIDS  programs  and  providers. 

The  camp's  objectives  were  threefold:  to  provide  youngsters 
with  an  unforgettable  summer  experience;  to  harness  the  academic 
and  curricular  aspects  of  the  Lasell  community  into  a  carefully 
prepared,  vital  response  to  the  AIDS  epidemic;  and  to  offer  a 
collaborative  venue  for  the  regional  pediatric  AIDS  community  to 
address  issues  that  affect  their  pediatric  population. 

"Beyond  giving  these  children  their  own  special  time  and  place, 

we  wanted  to  raise  a  little 
more  awareness  and 
education  for  the  general 
community  about  the  fact 
that  these  are  children 
first  and  HIV  patients 
second,"  says  Paula 
Panchuck,  Ph.D.,  the 
director  of  Lasell's  early 
childhood  and 
elementary  education 
program  who  co-directed 
the  camp  with  Kerrissa 
Heffernan,  Ed.D.,  director 
of  Lasell's  Center  for 
Women  in  Public  Service. 

While  other  camps 
for  HIV-infected 
populations  exist,  Camp 
Colors  is  unique  in  that 
its  creation  and 
implementation  sprang  from  a  collaboration  of  academic,  medical, 
psychosocial,  advocacy,  and  business  communities  in  a  carefully 
planned  and  executed  summer  program.  "Everybody  involved 
with  Camp  Colors'  creation  brought  their  knowledge  and  expertise 
to  the  table.  And  everyone  benefitted  from  the  experience,  from  the 
children  to  the  adults  and  the  organizations  that  participated,"  says 
Lasell  President  Dr.  Thomas  E.  J.  de  Witt.  *»■

ike  Lasell,  Jane  Hupman  Preston  '31  is  part  maverick  with  a  pioneer's  spirit. 

"Life  is  really  strange,"  she  says.  "You  develop  by  chance.  You  can  either  see  the 
significance  of  something  as  it  comes  along,  or  you  pass  it  over." 


While  many  women  might  be  retired  at  her  stage  in 
life,  Mrs.  Preston  still  maintains  a  full  schedule.  "I'm  in 
a  field  where  I  can  stir  up  opposition  and  interest,  and  I 
love  it,"  she  asserts.  Mrs.  Preston  is  an  educator  and 
advocate  of  alternative  health  and  natural  foods.  In 
1958,  she  started  a  natural  foods  group  in  Butler, 
Pennsylvania,  and  she  still  serves  as  the  Butler  Natural 
Living  Group's  newsletter  editor  today.  She  laughs, 
"We  were  considered  nuts  back  then.  No  one  had  heard 
of  this  stuff  in  the  1950s,  but  now  we  draw  people  from 
30  miles  around." 

Although  Mrs.  Preston's  work  keeps  her  busy  in 
Butler,  she  maintains  a  close  watch  on  her  alma  mater 
by  reading  the  Leaves.

the  sale  to  Lasell  to  establish  a  gift  annuity  to  pay 
lifetime  income  to  her.   Thus,  she  receives  an  additional 
tax  deduction  for  her  charitable  gift.  She  also  gains  a 
secure  income  stream  for  life  at  an  excellent  payout  rate, 
and  a  portion  of  her  income  is  considered  tax-free.  Most 
important,  she  has  the  satisfaction  of  making  a 
significant  impact  on  the  future  of  the  College. 

When  Mrs.  Preston  made  her  gift  to  Lasell,  she 
included  a  special  present  for  President  de  Witt  and  the 
Lasell  library:  a  fascinating  book  entitled  Natural 
Progesterone,  by  John  R.  Lee,  M.D.  According  to  Dr. 
Lee's  research,  the  natural  form  of  this  hormone  is  a 
safe,  simple,  and  effective  treatment  for  a  number  of 
women's  health  concerns,  including  osteoporosis. 
Thanks  to  Mrs.  Preston,  our  students  and  visiting 
alumnae  will  be  able  to  find  this  compelling  book  in 
our  library.

FROM  THE  ARCHIVES 

The  Stone  on  the 
Bragdon  Lawn

Throughout  the  first  100  years  of  Lasell  it  was 
customary  for  the  graduating  class  to  present  a  gift 
to  the  school  at  Commencement  or  when  a  class 
reunion  was  held.  The  Class  of  1893  gave  a  rather 
unusual  gift:  the  dome-shaped  granite  rock  which 
has  ever  since  remained  at  the  base  of  Bragdon  Hill 
on  Woodland  Road  where  the  College's  main 
building  once  stood. 

Many  people  mistakenly  assume  the  date  on 
the  rock  reflects  the  year  the  College  was  founded. 
But  the  gift  came  about  thanks  to  Eva  Couch 
Abbott  from  Round  Pond,  Maine,  an  1893 
graduate.  Her  father  was  general  manager  of  the 
quarry  on  Black  Island,  a  small  island  among  the 
many  in  the  Blue  Hill  Bay  and  Bar  Harbor  areas.  It 


is  believed  the  pink  granite  stone  may  have  come 
from  part  of  the  island  known  as  Redcliffe  since  that 
area  produced  stone  that  was  cut  and  finished  for 
various  monuments  and  columns. 

Mrs.  Abbott  later  told  Dr.  Guy  Winslow,  when  he 
was  president  of  Lasell,  that  Dr.  Bragdon  had  also

The  expansion  supported  by  the  grant  is  part 
of  a  five-year  strategic  plan  to  augment  informa- 
tion technology  on  the  Lasell  campus.  Phase  one 
involves  installing  the  basic  infrastructure  of  fiber 
optic  cable  which  will  electronically  connect  all  the 
administration  buildings,  most  academic  ones,  and 
the  largest  residence  hall,  Woodland.    In  addition, 
the  College  will  purchase  an  integrated  adminis- 
trative software  package,  install  a  sophisticated 
digital  phone  switching  system,  and  tie  into  the 
Internet,  the  vast  network  of  national  and  interna- 
tional computer  systems  that  provides  enormous 
information  resources.

LASELL  TO  BUILD  RECREATION  CENTER 

A  17,000-SQUARE-FOOT  RECREATION  CENTER,  WITH  RELATED  IMPROVEMENTS  TO 

the  adjacent  sports  fields,  will  be  built  on  the  Lasell  College  campus. 
Construction  of  the  center  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  spring  of  1995.  The 
complex  is  expected  to  cost  $1.75  million.  The  Taylor  athletic  field,  outfitted 
with  improved  drainage,  will  be  redesigned  to  accommodate  soccer  in  the  fall 
and  softball  in  the  spring.  Concern  about  several  venerable  oak  trees  that 
seemed  to  be  in  the  path  of  the  construction  caused  the  College  to  redesign  the 
field  configuration  to  protect  the  standing  timber.  According  to  Tom  Koerber, 
director  of  plant  operations,  "the  beauty  and  integrity  of  the  campus  will  be 
maintained  to  ensure  that  students  will  have  full  access  and  enjoyment  of  the 
tree-surrounded  field." 

The  new  recreation  complex  is  designed  as  two  buildings  tied  together  by 
a  glass  atrium.  One  building  will  house  a  full-sized  basketball  court  and  two 
volleyball  courts,  with  a  suspended  running  track  and  retractable  wooden 
bleachers.  The  second  building,  which  will  have  the  look  of  a  house,  will 
include  locker  rooms  and  a  fully  equipped  exercise  and  weight  room  as  well 
as  a  dance /aerobics  studio,  lounge,  and  faculty  offices. 

The  creation  of  the  Lasell  College  recreation  center  is  designed  to  enhance 
the  College's  athletic  program  and  support  the  institution's  new  four-year  bac- 
calaureate program  in  exercise  physiology.  The  College  was  recently  granted

Fatherley  Fabric  Collection  Gifted  to  Lasell 

Robert  Fatherley,  a  successful  fabric  designer  from  New  York  City  who  is  now 
retired  (shown  above  with  Richard  Bath,  left,  director  of  the  fashion  programs  at  Lasell, 
and  fashion  designer  David  Josef),  recently  donated  his  collection  of  fabric  designs  and 
drapery  samples  to  the  fashion  program  at  Lasell.  The  Fatherley  collection  includes  six 
folio-sized  one-of-a-kind  sample  books  with  colorful  swatches  of  material  spanning 
decades  of  design. 

Additionally,  the  collection  contains  a  six- volume  set  of  the  Journal  of  Design  from  the 
1850s.  "Thanks  to  this  gift  from  the  Fatherleys  we  now  have  a  complete  textile  reference 
library,"  said  Richard  Bath. 

Robert  Fatherley  and  his  wife,  Emiline  Walker  Fatherley,  who  was  a  student  at  Lasell 
in  1931-32,  decided  to  donate  the  historical  fabric  collection  to  Lasell  because  of  the 
College's  strong  fashion  design  curriculum  and  the  family  connection  to  Lasell.    Mrs. 
Fatherley's  mother,  Harriette  Ward  Walker,  graduated  from  Lasell  in  1901.  "I  just  wish 
my  mother  could  have  seen  this  wonderful  combination  of  the  old  and  the  new  that 
Lasell  has  become,"  said  Mrs.  Fatherley. 

The  Fatherley  collection  is  permanently  housed  in  the  Lasell  Archives  at  Brennan 
Library.  The  swatches  of  Fatherley's  designs  will  be  scanned  into  computer  files  for 
easy  access  by  students  doing  research  into  fabric  and  the  processes  by  which  colored 
designs  are  printed  on  textiles.  **-

The  Watertown  Sun  newspaper  recently 
carried  a  story  on  the  positive  deeds  of 
Hhe  students  in  Jill  Carey's  visual  mer- 
chandising class  whose  assignment  was 
to  design  eye-catching  windows  for  busi- 
nesses. 

For  the  students  the  challenge  was  to  apply 
their  classroom  learning  to  a  "real  life"  situation 
by  creating  visual  impact  for  a  series  of  win- 
dows, using  merchandise  from  various  stores  at 
the  Arsenal  Mall  in  Watertown. 

Assistant  Professor  Jill  Carey,  of  the  fashion 
merchandising  program,  stresses  hands-on 
learning  in  her  classes.  "We  work  on  the  philos- 
ophy that  we  have  two  seconds  to  grab  some- 
one's attention,"  she  explains.  The  goal  is  to 
stimulate  the  interest  to  buy  in  potential  cus- 
tomers. "You  can  go  for  shock  value  or  you  can 
play  it  safe,  but  that  can  result  in  something  ordi- 
nary. The  key,"  says  Carey,  "is  to  aim  for  a  bal- 
ance." 

After  initial  planning  on  campus  and  a  tour 
of  major  local  shopping  areas,  including 
Newbury  Street,  to  determine  what  type  of  win- 
dow displays  work,  the  students  settled  on  a 
number  of  themes  and  brought  materials  to 
"dress  the  set."  Together,  they  spent  hours  dress- 
ing, designing,  and  colorizing  the  windows  with 
a  result  they  agreed  was  "awesome." 

"Students  find  the  exercise  to  be  educational, 
challenging  and  fun,"  reports  Jill  Carey.  And  for 
participating  stores,  the  student  input  and  partic- 
ipation provides  an  opportunity  to  bring  a  new 
perspective  to  their  window  exhibits.  **•

Thomas  E.  J.  de  Witt,  Ph.D. 
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HUMAN  SERVICES  PROGRAM  GETS  NEW  DIRECTOR 

They  say  there  are  those  who  do  and  those  who  teach.  Cate  Solomon,  Ph.D., 
the  new  program  director  of  Lasell's  associate  and  baccalaureate  programs  in 
human  services,  psychology,  and  sociology,  does  both. 

Dr.  Solomon  has  combined  a  strong  academic  background  in  social  work  and 
counseling  with  important  front-line  practice. 

A  Chicago  native,  Cate  Solomon  recalls  that  as  a  child  she  always  wanted  to 
be  a  social  worker.  Her  idol,  she  says,  was  Jane  Addams,  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize- 
winning  social  worker  —  another  Illinois  native  —  who  co-founded  Hull  House,  a 
Chicago  settlement  house  that  served  neighborhood  poor  and  became  a  center  for 
social  reform  activities.  "My  grandfather  was  an  immigrant  from  Russia  who 
actually  lived  at  Hull  House.  Even  as  a  child  I  was  moved  by  the  social  reform- 
ers." 

She  attended  Macalester  College  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  where  she  studied 
social  science  and  secondary  education,  and  earned  her  certification  in  teaching. 
Then  she  struck  out  to  try  her  hand  at  putting  theory  into  practice  by  working  as  a 
Russian  resettlement  worker,  helping  immigrants  find  jobs.  "It  was  a  very 
rewarding  experience,"  says  Dr.  Solomon.  "But  I  wanted  to  get  an  advanced 
degree."  She  attended  Smith  College  and  earned  a  master's  in  clinical  social  work. 
Her  education  served  her  well  in  her  internship  positions,  first  as  a  counselor  in 
Cincinnati,  working  in  Jewish  family  service,  and  later  in  the  Bronx,  in  the  acute 
psychiatric  care  ward  of  a  New  York  City  hospital. 

After  obtaining  an  MSW,  she  was  a  child  protective  worker  for  five  years  in 
Chelsea,  for  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  In  Chelsea,  Dr.  Solomon  also  worked 
with  the  Governor's  Task  Force  on  Women's  Issues,  concentrating  on  issues  sur- 
rounding pregnant  teenagers. 

"Then  it  was  back  to  school  again,"  Dr.  Solomon  explains.  "I  decided  to  earn 
a  doctorate.  She  was  accepted  at  Brandeis  University's  Heller  School  of  Social 
Welfare  Policy.  Her  dissertation  was  on  welfare  workers  and  homeless  clients. 
"My  interest  was  in  learning  how  to  make  welfare  programs  more  sensitive  to 
consumers'  needs." 

While  in  the  doctoral  program,  Cate  Solomon  parented,  ran  groups  for  adoles- 
cent girls,  maintained  a  small  private  practice,  and  taught  and  served  as  an  advi- 
sor at  Wheelock  College,  Smith  College,  Rhode  Island  College,  and  Boston 
University. 

"Human  services  is  an  exciting  field  with  a  rich,  historical  tradition.  It  draws 
from  the  theoretical  —  from  liberal  arts,  psychology,  and  social  sciences  —  and 
provides  students  with  an  understanding  of  the  roles  and  relationships  of  individ- 
uals, families,  and  communities.  Casework  and  social  advocacy  can  include  work 
to  help  individuals  and  families  with  problems  that  run  the  gamut  from  the  physi- 
cal and  mental  to  such  social  problems  as  child  neglect,  alcoholism,  drug  misuse, 
domestic  violence,  and  poverty,"  Dr.  Solomon  explains. 

Cate  Solomon  is  described  by  colleagues  as  someone  who  has  the  energy, 
vision,  and  the  experience  to  lead  the  way.  **- 


TERRY  VANDECARR,  PH.D.,  JOINS 

EARLY  CHILDHOOD  AND 
ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION  FACULTY 

"Teaching  is  a  far  more  complex  discipline  today  than  ever  before,  because 
the  children  with  whom  we  are  charged  come  to  the  classroom  with  so  many 
issues  besides  their  need  to  learn,"  says  Terry  VanDeCarr,  Ph.D. 

"And  yet,  I  couldn't  think  of  a  better  thing  to  do  in  life  than  to  teach.  Good 
teachers  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  the  children  they  educate.  Anyone  who 
has  stayed  in  the  profession  has  experienced  the  joy  that  comes  from  positively 
impacting  someone's  life." 

Dr.  VanDeCarr,  who  recently  joined  the  faculty  of  Lasell's  early  childhood  and 
elementary  education  program,  says  the  challenges  for  student  teachers  are 
greater  than  ever.  "The  demands  on  elementary  teachers  in  particular  are  extreme 
in  the  face  of  all  the  problems  that  children  bring  with  them  into  the  classroom. 
There  are  multicultural  and  language  issues  that  Lasell  students  will  have  to 
address  when  they  find  jobs  in  the  classroom.  There  are  issues  surrounding  the 
mainstreaming  of  children  who  are  mentally  or  physically  challenged  or  those 
whose  home  life  is  difficult.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  30  percent  of  all  American 
families  —  and  63  percent  of  the  nation's  black  families  —  are  headed  by  single 
parents,  according  to  a  recent  U.S.  Census  Bureau  report,"  says  Dr.  VanDeCarr. 
"Teachers  are  on  the  front-line  when  it  comes  to  dealing  with  the  problems  that 
society  fosters." 

For  Lasell  faculty  and  students,  the  reality  of  the  world  means  intensive  train- 
ing to  respond  to  all  the  needs.  "It  goes  well  beyond  reading,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic. I  feel  strongly  about  educating  good,  solid  teachers  —  especially  today." 

Dr.  VanDeCarr,  who  is  a  reading  specialist,  holds  a  teaching  degree  from 
Geneseo  State  University  in  upstate  New  York,  a  master's  degree  from  Boston 
College,  and  a  Ph.D.  in  developmental  studies  and  language  and  literacy  from 
Boston  University. 

"I  was  attracted  to  Lasell  because  it  offers  a  sense  of  connection  within  the 
community.  I  like  the  small  classes  and  have  found  the  faculty  and  staff  to  be 
accepting  and  committed.    They  really  are  there  for  the  students.  That  environ- 
ment is  a  critical  piece  for  me.  Research  is  important,  but  at  the  heart  of  the  experi- 
ence for  me  is  teaching."  **-

"Exercise  is  important  for  good 
health;  it  is  known  to  decrease 
the  risks  of  breast  cancer  and 
osteoporosis,  and  help  control  stress. 
But  there  will  be  important  social 
aspects  to  the  facility  as  well.  It  will  be 
a  place  for  friends  to  meet  and  share  a 
common  activity.  Also,  exercise  has  a 
strong  psychological  component.  It 
increases  self-esteem  and  self-confidence." 

The  facility  will  have  value  across  the  curriculum,  particularly  among 
the  health-related  associate  and  baccalaureate  programs,  Dr.  Faigenbaum 
maintains.  "This  space  will  provide  many  opportunities  for  students  to 
practice  the  skills  they  learn  in  the  classroom,"  he  says.  "I  see  it  as  a 
bridge  where  students  can  act  as  educators,"  he  says.  "Many  of  Lasell's 
seniors  do  independent  studies  in  exercise  physiology.  In  the  recreation 
center  they  will  be  able  to  educate  faculty  and  students  on  the  benefits  of 
physical  activity.  Moreover,  students  will  be  able  to  develop  exercise 
programs  based  on  individual  needs  and  goals." 

"Lasell's  recreation  center  will  be  a  healthy,  smoke-free,  welcoming 
environment,"  says  Dr.  Faigenbaum.  "In  tandem  with  academics  and 
other  Lasell  activities,  the  services  and  programs  at  the  center  will  help

LASELL  STUDENTS  GET  AN  UP-CLOSE  LOOK  AT 

WOMEN'S  HISTORY  -  RIGHT  AROUND 

THE  CORNER

"Women  have  come  a 
long  way,"  said  Lori 


Whitney  '97,  talking 
/   about  her  assignment  for 
the  class,  "History  of 
Women  in  the  U.S." 

"The  traditional  role  of 
women  in  the  home  has  shifted 
considerably,"  she  notes,  "and 
what  better  way  to  study  women 
in  history  than  to  talk  one-on-one 
to  those  who  have  lived  it." 

That's  what  Dr.  Cathy 
Livingston,  dean  of  academic 
affairs,  and  Dr.  Kerri  Heffernan, 
director  of  the  Center  for  Women 
in  Public  Service,  urged  their  stu- 
dents to  do  during  the  fall  semes- 
ter. The  two,  who  co-teach  a 
course  in  women  in  history,  gave 
their  Lasell  class  of  nine  an  assign- 
ment to  explore  the  realities  of  the 
past  by  connecting  with  women 
residents  at  the  Mediplex  Nursing 
Home  in  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
in  order  to  explore  their  lives  and 
learn  first-hand  about  the  status  of 
women  in  past  decades. 

"At  first  I  was  afraid  to  go," 
said  Lori  Whitney.  "I  always  get 
nervous  meeting  new  people. 
And,  honestly,  I  wasn't  sure  if  it 
was  going  to  be  a  positive  experi- 
ence." Whitney  says  she  was  for- 
tunate to  meet  a  93-year-old 
woman  named  Aura,  who  was 


both  pleased  and  excited  to  talk 
with  her  about  her  life's  experiences. 

"We  were  supposed  to  do  10 
hours  of  interviewing,  depending 
on  how  much  our  subjects  were 
willing  to  discuss,"  said  Whitney, 
who  really  connected  with  Aura 
and  found  her  to  be  a  fascinating 
guide  into  the  past.  Aura  was 
born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts. 
Her  mother  had  the  traditional 
housewife's  role  and  her  father 
was  a  doctor.  Aura  went  to  Yale 
Nursing  School  and  studied  in 
Europe  with  a  doctor  who  was 
doing  research  in  birth  control. 
"In  those  days  one  had  to  go 
abroad  to  study  the  subject,  since 
birth  control  was  not  accepted  in 
the  U.S.  at  the  time,"  said  Whitney. 

Although  Whitney  obtained  a 
great  deal  of  information  from 
Aura,  she  is  hoping  to  get  more. 
"I  had  such  a  wonderful  experi- 
ence," said  Lori  Whitney.  "I  am 
going  back  to  see  Aura  because 
she  doesn't  have  many  visitors, 
and  also,  because  now  she  wants 
to  know  about  my  life.'

LASELL  ART  EXHIBIT  CAPTURES  DORCHESTER  SCHOOL 
GIRLS'  LIVES  IN  MULTI-MEDIA 


TUDENTS  FROM  MOTHER  CAROLINE  ACADEMY  FOR  GlRLS,  A  MIDDLE  SCHOOL  IN  DORCHESTER, 

put  powerful,  gender-specific  impressions  of  their  lives  on  paper  in  an  unusual  art  exhibit 
called  "In  Their  Own  Eyes."  The  exhibit  featured  the  girls'  photographs,  drawings,  face 
masks,  and  writings  in  a  culmination  of  a  school-wide  exercise  directed  by  Lasell  College  fac- 
ulty and  students  working  through  Lasell' s  Center  for  Women  in  Public  Service. 

The  exercise  was  designed  by  Andre  Van  de  Putte,  director  of 
Lasell's  art  and  interior  design  program,  to  help  these  middle 
school  students  gain  insight  into  who  they  are  individually  and 
collectively  through  their  expressive  compositions. 

The  Mother  Caroline  students  confidently  displayed  their 
sense  of  self  through  visuals,  prose,  and  poetry.  "I'm  as  strong  as 
a  lion.  I'm  as  smart  as  a  snake,"  wrote  one  youngster  describing 
herself  in  the  exhibit.  In  one  self-portrait,  a  student  drew  two 
birds  and  wrote,  "I  like  my  toucans  because  they  represent  my 
mother  and  me.  We  stick  together." 

"The  sense  of  self-esteem  is  so  inspiring  among  these  low- 
income,  African-American  and  Hispanic  girls,"  says  Dr.  Kerrissa 
Heffernan,  director  of  the  Center  for  the  Women  in  Public  Service. 
"Their  behavior  is  modeled  by  mothers  and  grandmothers  who  serve 
as  the  center  of  their  families,  whose  lives  are  dedicated  to  providing 
their  economic  and  moral  guidance,"  says  Dr.  Heffernan. 

The  special  art  exhibit  was  unveiled  at  Lasell  College's 
Yamawaki  Art  and  Cultural  Center  on  Wednesday,  December  14, 
1994,  during  an  official  gallery  opening  which  drew  the  student- 
artists  and  their  families,  as  well  as  faculty  and  students  from  Lasell 
and  Mother  Caroline  Academy. 

Speaking  at  the  opening  was  Beverly  Smith,  a  Lasell  College 
trustee  and  professor  of  education  at  Lesley  College  in  Cambridge, 
whose  scholarly  research  focuses  on  gender-based  issues  of  self- 
image.  "'Hold  fast  to  dreams,  for  if  dreams  go,  life  is  a  barren  field 
covered  with  snow,'"  she  said,  quoting  Langston  Hughes,  the 
renowned  African- American  poet.  "Through  projects  like  this,  these 
young  girls  have  the  opportunity  to  see  themselves  for  who  they 
are,"  she  said,  "and  be  seen  in  a  way  they  want  to  be  seen."  »•

ALUMNAE  IN  THE  FOREFRONT: 

Kay  Pinkham  '63 

"Nurses  are  facing  the  de-identification  of 

their  profession  and  the  erosion  of  their  practice," 
says  Kay  Pinkham,  who  was  recently  appointed 
executive  director  of  the  Maine  State  Nurses 
Association.  Kay  Pinkham  is  a  1963  graduate  of 
Lasell  College. 

Serious  issues  are  facing  today's  nursing 
profession,  and  Pinkham  has  been  asked  to  direct  her  region's  nursing 
association  through  the  turbulent  waters.  An  experienced  consultant  in  the 
telecommunications  field,  and  in  the  financial  and  human  resource  aspects 
of  running  a  business,  Pinkham  says  management  consultants  are  often 
called  on  to  lead  the  restructuring  of  associations  bringing  a  different  set  of 
financial  and  marketing  skills  to  the  new  challenges  facing  professional 
associations. 

"Telecommunications  is  usually  the  second  or  third  largest  expense  a 
company  has,  no  matter  what  sort  of  company  it  is,"  explains  Pinkham. 
"People  don't  look  for  doctors  or  dentists  to  head  up  their  respective 

associations,  they  look  for  people  with 
experience  in  association  management  and 
cost  containment." 

When  Pinkham  first  began  as  interim 
executive  director  in  March  of  1994,  she 
expected  to  serve  for  only  6  months,  but  she 
has  now  signed  on  as  the  executive  director 
for  two  years.  "To  me,  the  issues  facing  the 
nursing  profession  were  so  compelling  that  I 
wanted  to  stay,"  says  Pinkham. 

Pinkham  sums  up  the  problems  facing 
nursing  in  two  phrases:  downsizing  and 
unlicensed  assistive  personnel. 

She  notes  that  patients  in  hospitals  now 
are  generally  sicker  than  they  used  to  be  and 
there  are  stricter  guidelines  regarding  what 
gets  one  admitted  to  the  hospital.  "This  makes  the  need  for  trained 
professionals  even  greater." 

At  one  hospital,  the  nurses  were  asked  to  take  "R.N."  off  their  name 
tag,  and  replace  it  with  "care  partner."  If  s  all  about  "downsizing  and  turf 
and  money,"  says  Pinkham. 

Yet  nursing  is  at  a  point  in  its  evolution  that  presents  it  with  some 
unique  opportunities.  Advanced  practice  nurses  are  nurses  with,  at  a 
minimum,  a  masters  in  science  degree.  They  are  licensed  for  independent 
practice  in  22  states,  although  Maine  is  not  one  of  them,  says  Pinkham. 
These  nurses  are  in  the  position  to  make  house  calls  and  deliver  primary 
medical  care. 

"The  emergence  of  advanced  practice  nurses  may  change  the 
complexion  of  the  profession,"  says  Pinkham.  Advanced  practice  nurses 
have  operated  independently  in  New  Hampshire  since  1976. 

Maine's  new  governor,  Angus  King,  has  indicated  his  openness  to  the 
idea  of  allowing  advanced  practice  nurses  to  be  independent.  Pinkham 
believes  these  nurses  are  an  underutilized  resource,  and  if  they  were 
independent,  it  would  expand  the  accessibility  to  good  primary 
preventative  care. 

"We  are  working  hard  to  implement  change  in  this  new  legislative 
session,"  says  Pinkham.  "If  we  can  get  these  nurses  to  have  independent 
practices,  we'll  be  giving  rural  and  under  served  population  areas  better 
access  to  health  care.  The  potential  impact  is  incredible." 

Pinkham  believes  that  doctors  and  nurses  work  from  inherently 
different  models,  and  offer  different  skills  to  providing  health  care. 
"Nursing  focuses  on  the  patients  need  to  know  more.  It  focuses  on 
empowering  the  person  through  education  and  prevention.  Physicians 
generally  focus  on  interventions  to  correct  disease. 

"There  are  impressive  women  in  this  profession,"  says  Pinkham.  Her 
goal  is  to  have  their  great  potential  recognized  and  properly  utilized  by  the 
State  of  Maine.  "Medicine  is  very  much  a  patriarchy,"  says  Pinkham. 
"Nursing  is  94  percent  female.  By  definition  this  is  a  women's  issue." 

Pinkham's  first  job  when  she  left  Lasell  was  in  a  management  position 
with  New  England  Telephone.  After  several  years  there,  she  moved  on  to 
consulting  with  businesses  in  telecommunications,  finance  and  human 
resources.  She  moved  to  Maine  in  1975.  In  1977,  she  established  Northern 
Telecommunications,  Inc.,  a  private  telephone  equipment  company 
employing  33  people.  At  the  time  of  its  sale  in  1981,  NTI  was  Maine's 
largest  independent  business  telephone  equipment  company.  She  has  also 
served  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Maine  State  Dental  Association.  "I  think 
my  career  track  can  be  described  as  the  epitome  of  'be  prepared  to 
change',"  laughs  Pinkham.  **•
